Seek Strike Peace

WASHINGTON (lP) — Secretary of 

Labor Frances Perkins today named a 
three-man board to seek to mediate 
the seven-state steel strike. 

Miss Perkins named Charles P. Taft 
| of Cincinnati, O., as chairman of the 
board. 

Other members are Lloyd K. Garri- 
son, former chairman of the National 
|Labor Relations Board, and Assistant 
Secretary of Labor Edward F. Mc- 
Grady. 

Miss Perkins said she acted with the 
“consent, approval and recommenda- 
tion” of President Roosevelt. 

She said the board would begin its 
work immediately. 

It will make its headquarters at 
Cleveland, Ohio. 

Miss Perkins’ action, taken after 
more than an hour’s conference with 
President Roosevelt, followed a tele- 
graphic appeal by Governor Martin L. 
Davey of Ohio, that the President in- 
tervene in an effort to avert wide- 
spread violence. 

Taft and Garrison, now at Madison, 
Wisconsin, where he is dean of the 
University of Wisconsin law school, are 
expected to confer promptly upon the 
increasingly serious situation. 

McGrady will return to this country 
from Geneva, Switzerland, tomorrow 
afternoon, but Miss Perkins said the 
other two members would hold a pre- 
liminary meeting.
